plnuk. In every respect gravel1 iswmucB 
^better than plank. In the first place it 
lasts, needing only that a man go over it 
once or tv. ice alter it is made, to knock 
down any little lumps that may appear 
and fill up holes. In the course of a sin- 
gle season the walk becomes hard and 
level, and will need but very little more 
attention for years. Then again there arc 
no spikes to get loose and work up so ns 
to catch ladies' dresses and tear the soles 
from one's shoes. It is also cheaper than 
plank in the first instance, and plunk ev- 
erybody knows, needs to be rclaid every 
third year at longest. We go still fur- 
ther, and say thnt gravel in some respects 
U preferable to brick, especially in the 
residence part of town; for instance, in 
an icy time, when, as all know, brick 
Walks are exceedingly slippery and dan- 
gerous, gravel is free from that objec- 
tion. We fully endorse the doings of the 
city council in the matter of laying gravel 
walks instead of plunk, itnd hope that the 
good work will go on from year to year, 
until there is not a plank sidewalk in the 
city. In the business part of town brick 
or stone, on sonic accounts arc better than 
gravel, particularly where merchandise 
has to be taken in over the walks.

The resurrected man had a story to tell, 
too, and such a story as will make people 
in this part of the moral vineyard open 
their eyes and mouths in startled wonder.

all on account of those cutthroats who had 
been lying in wait for him. He says that 
as he was riding along towards Barrack- 
man's on that eventful night a dog from 
the camp of movers on the other side of 
the river barked at his horse and caused 
him to spring to one side.

Werner, the agent, 
bad been posted by theofficersin this city 
with a description of the man, who on 
account of advices they had received, 
they supposed would call for the valise 
here. Mr. W., or the clerk who was in 
the office, at once recognized him, and 
told him that the valise Jhad been returned 
to St. Louis, at the same time making all 
haste to notify the officers of this city of 
the presence of the man so that he might 
be captured here, but before the officers 
arrived the man had left, and the most 
thorough watching and searching failed 
to get any trace of him. The probability 
is that be suspected something wrong 
and left the city in the most clandestine 
manner possible. 


After this nothing more was seen of 


him until Wednesday of this week, when 
he entered the express office again, and 
probably discovering from the appear- 
ance of Mr. Werner that he was rccog- 
n'.zed, left ut once without even calling 
for his valise. The officers were notified 
at once, but as in the other case failed to 
get upon his track in any way.

The material of the Vnited State* 


army, at present, consist.-- of a battalion 
of engineers of 198 men, ordnance bat- 
talion of 34G men, hospital "toward", 182; 
Indian scouts, 582, signal service, 405, 
ten regiments of cavalry, 7.9o7 men; 
five icgiments of aitillery, 2,.331 men; 
twenty-five regiments of iufantiy, 8,893 
men, and Commissary and Quartermas- 
ter Sergeants, musicians, uul other non- 
combatants, making a total of 22,308 
men, or 2,092 men less than the law al- 
lows. 
This reduction has been made 


since July 1, in the expiration of terms 
of enlistment, by death, and from other 
causes, the Secretary of War having 
stopped recruiting until he should have 
money to pay the army. 
These 22,308 


men are scattered among 212 military 
posts, making an average of about 100 
men to each poet. This leavea no bal- 
ance for field service, and in ease of nn 
Indian war the garrisons have to be al- 
rfiost entirely depleted. Leaving out all 
non-combatants, there arc really about 
10)000 fighting men in the army. There 
are now in Texas 3,183 men, including 
two whole regiments of cavalry and the 
whole or part of five regiments of infan- 
try.

Nothing seemed to afford him so 
much satisfaction as the vaunting of his 
braverj'. and his regret at having failed 
in his intention to kill a half dozen po- 
licemen seemed genuine,' To doctors 
and reporters ho was affable, and com- 
municative to a degree; to the latter 
especially so.

ym. HITCHCOCK'S STORY. 


"The morning after the Gilson mur- 
der on August 5, 1 was telegraphed for, 
and junrpingon the train hurried to the 
E 


lace. 
Everybody was excited and a 


undred stories were told of how the 
thing happened. Out of all the talk I got 
a pretty good description of the man.— 
They brought me the revolvers that were 
in the valise, found in the track of the 
murderer, also the vest and a ramrod. In 
searching the pockets I felt » paper in 
the lining, and there I found the express 
receipt for the money sent to Wright. 
That day I heard about the burglary of 
Lilly's shop at Elmwood, which is 37 
miles west of Peoria. I at once formed 
the theory that the Gilson murderer and 
the Elmwood burglar were one and the 
same person. I saw Lilly and the de- 
scription of a tramp who called at his 
place for work, and whom he *ave a 
piece of ramrod, corresponded so exactly 
with that of the Gilson murderer that I 
was sure of it. Then to find Frank Rand 
I telegrapcd to Chief McDonough, of this 
city, about the valise th»t was pawned at 
Wright's, acd received a reply that it had 
been sent to Decatur. I Immediately 
went to Decatur and frisked the valise. 
It contained two copies of Byron and two 
medical works. One of them bore on the 
fly-leaf the name of George Hall, another 
of Mary Logan, and the others were sim- 
ply stamped by John Linahan. Well, I 
immediately came to St. Louis, and on 
the theory that my man was a medical 
student who had taken to tramping du- 
ring the summer, in company with De- 
tectives Stewart and O'Neill, worked ev- 
ery hospital and medical college in the 
city. I was here teu days without obtain- 
ing a clue, "and went back to Illinois with 
the medical student theory still in my 
bead. Once at Lincoln, 111.', I got on the 
track of a medical student, who had been 
in Missouri for six months, and who had 
been in St. Louis about July 4th. I did 
not arrest the man, but kept him shad- 
owed, telegraphing for Lilly in the mean- 
time. Lilly said he was not the mim. I 
sent down to Gilson, and a man came to 
Lincoln, who looked at my man and said 
he was not the fellow. Up to this time I 
had worked on the theory that possibly 
there were two men. One who did the 
work at Gilson, and the other at Elm- 
wood; but 1 gave this up when, on Oct. 
34,1 received a telegram from Decatur, 
from A. M. Werner, the expiess agent 
there, who said my man, as described bj 
Lilly, had written him a postal card, the 
answer to be forwarded to Kokomo. You 
know how Kimsey and I went to pkomo 
anil laid for the fellow but he did not 
come. On the day after the election I 
received a telegram at Peoriu from Wer- 
ner, saying that Rand had been there in 
person. 
Kimsey and I jumped on the 


train and hurried there, but too late.— 
The man had gone into the woods and 
Kimsey came on down to St. Louis, 
I 


went home. On 1he 18th I received a tel- 
o;ram from Werner that Rand had again 
been in town, and had sent a box by ex- 
press to Bloomington, to George Alexan- 
der. I went to Bloomingtou, and, getting 
the box, found it filled with stolen goods, 
such as napkin rings, sugar-tongs, a 
couple of watches, some clothing, and 
what was more to the point, about sivty 
or seventy pages of manuscript written 
while he was in Joliet. I know it was 
Jolirt, because deputy Hull who had been 
there I'oi twenty years, is mentioned. It 
was not exactly It diiuy, but more his re- 
flections from time to time. They are 
somethiuies expressed in veise and some- 
times in sout;, but all breathe u spirit of 
hate toward all officers ol the law. In

A CLUE.—On Tuesday night of this 


week the house of W. B Penniwell, north- 
west of town, known as the Burroughs 
property, was raided by robbers and all 
the clothing belonging to Mr. Penniwell 
and that belonging to his son, and also 
considerable clothing belonging to the fe- 
•rnalc members of the family,' a lot of ta- 
ble linen, 
towels, napkins and other 


articles stolen, As the family slept up 
stairs, nothing was heard of the' robbers, 
and they escaped with their booty. In 
the mprhing when the family came [down 
stairs all the doors in the house were found 
wide open and tied back with strings 
which was profiably done to facilitate the 
removal of the goods without noise. 


The police were notified and were on 


the lookout yesterday and to.day, but as 
yet no arrests have been made. Marshal 
Pringle has, however, got what seems to 
be a clue to who took the goods and the 
direction in which they went. It seems 
that, in addition to the goods taken from 
the place named above, quite a variety of 
bedding and other articles were taken 
from the house on East William street 
owned by Mr. Penniwell and occupied by 
two women named Nancy Blocksom and 
Julia Haights respectively, who claimed 
to keep a boarding; house. Recently Mr. 
P. had learned that the occupants of his 
dwelling were not altogether reputable, 
and had warned them to get out of his 
house, and the fact that Julia Haights is 
missing and goods had been taken from 
the house where she and Mrs. Blocksom 
lived led to the suspicion that she knew 
something about the robberies at both 
places. Upon discovering her loss, Mrs. 
Blocksom notified Marshal P.rngle, who at 
once set himself at work and gathered up 
the following facts, all of which go to 
confirm his suspicions: 


He learned from Mr. Charles Brewer, an 


expressman, that on the night of the rob- 
beries in question a man by the name of 
Harvey H. Hubbard, who is known to 
several people in town, came to him, to 
take himself and Julia Haights, with their 
trunks, to Wykcl's Switch to take the 
train, saying that he was going away with 
the girl to get married, and did not want 
anybody in Decatur to know it, as they 
would do if they boarded the train here. 
Accordingly at the appointed time Brewer 
went to the Penuiwell House on East 
William street, where Julia had been 
living with Mrs. Blocksom, aud loaded 
several heavy trunks upon his wagon, and 
taking Hubbard and the girl aboard, made 
all possible haste in the direction of Wy- 
kel's Switch, arriving there about 15 min- 
utes before the train, which leaves Deca- 
tur going west at 2.30 in the morning.— 
Here they put their baggage on board and! 
took the train themselves. Now the theo- 
ry is that the robbery at the Burroughs' 
house took place in the early part of the 
night, and ^hat the goods taken were 
transferred to the house on East William 
street. Here Hubbard and Julia Haights 
got the privilege of staying until they were 
ready to start for the station, where they 
proposed to take the train, and the suppo- 
sition is that after Mrs. Blocksom had re- 
tired, the couple took such goods as they 
could get their hands on, and, packing 
them with those taken fromthe Burroughs' 
house, made good their escape with a nice 
pile of booty. If this theory of the case 
is correct and it appears highly probable, 
the parties will hardly be overtaken, and 
will have a nice lot of clothing and house- 
keeping goods with which to start in life.

A FUBSY CASE. 


Not long since a well-known gentleman 


of this place, being in an eastern city, 
thought he would surprise his family by 
buying some handsome presents for them.

The agent replied that 
a parcel bearing that address had been 
received some days before, and that, not 
knowing the party, he had dropped a 
postal card in the postofflco to "A. B. 
Morton," stating that a package addressed 
,to that name was in his office waiting an 
owner. This resulted in a call from a lady 
who said that was her name, and having 
no reason to doubt that the package was 
hers, he had delivered it to her. Our 
friend was in a quandary. He had not 
counted on the possibility of the existence 
of any one having the name of A. B. 
Morton. 
He resolved to tell his wife 


about it, and to his surprise she said she 
knew the lady. He hastcnedoff to the house

But it was a funny case—except 
to the poor lady, who was sadly disappoint- 
ed. And now, if her brother who is in 
the dry goods line don't send her a fine 
Christmas present we ;shall always think 
ill of him.
